It was a rare privilege: that felt to 
the lot of! the Red Deer Scouts’ when 
‘they were. enabled. to visit. Calgary 
last week and participate "in “ the |: 
general inspection of, Boy. Scouts by. 
Baron’: Byng, Governor-General. » : of 
‘Canada.. The popular General. .was 
and is still\a ‘practical Scout,: chaving 
been interested in the movement 
from its inception. He has gone 
through all the stages as a Scout Of- 
cer from Assistant Scoutmaster. to 
his present’ position as Chief Scout 
for Canada. The following boys went 
from Red Deer: D. Collison, R. Hogg, 
‘W. ‘Hogg,’ C.’ easy C:: Wright, E. 
Wood, :N.: Botterill,.S. Welliver, lL 
Welliver, :L.-* Gaetz,'’ H. ° Broughton,

The boys “went: down: in charge: ot 
Mr. Crosby, and were.met ‘at Calgary 
by the Sth and 10th:Calgdry troops, 
and were entertained ,at the- homes 
of.the Scouts belonging to the troops. 
On Friday, morning ‘the . boys - fell in 
and were’ inspected and marclied 
‘down to -the~ Exhibition ' grounds, 
-where they formed part of nearly 
‘1,000 Scouts and Guides. They: were 
inspected by the Governor General 
and. afterwards a rally was_ held. 
The ‘Scouts then marched ‘past the 
Governor-General ‘and broke off and 
proceeded to enjoy the Exhibition. 

The Governor-General, in talking 
to’ Mr.-Crosby, asked a. good many 
questions, regarding Red Deer, its. 
gize; situation; and the status of the 
Scout. movement in the Red Deer 
district. (He also invited Mr. Crosby 
and his aesistants to-an interview 
wiith him in the afternoon, as he 
said.;that he had a new: method -of 
traihing the boys which he wished to: 
demonstrate and that he-hoped to see 
.this new method in forge’ when ~ he 
visited. Red Deer-on ‘the 15th of Sep- 
tember. ™He also asked jf. the boys 
paid thelr: own expenses down, and 
on -being informed that the: money’ 
was subscribed by’ the. citizens © of. 
Red Deer, he said, “That is what I 
call real: scouting.’ 

In the afternoon, at a special meet- 
‘ing of Scoutmasters held in Elbow 
Park, the. Governor-General gave a 
brief address on ‘Scouting, in which 
he stated that he was not going to 
dilate on the principles of the Boy 
Scout movement as the audience was 
fully conversant with them or they 
would not be present. He emphasized 
very strongly the fact that military 
discipline was not needed or expect- 
ed in the Boy Scout movement. He 
would ask the Scout officers present 
to control the Scouts’ by meansof 
teaching good manners, as that was 
the essence of Scout work. His Ex- 
cellency went on to say that when he 
was a Scoutmaster, and when: a 
Scout stood to attention when he 
came in, that was good manners, 
not discipline. When -a Scout obey- 
ed an order cheerfully, or ceased 
from talking when the Scoutmaster 
started to speak, or stood up in a 
street car to give a lady a seat, that 
was excellent manners, but not 
military discipline. ‘His Excellency 
urged the officers, very strongly, to 
remember that the essence of Scout 
training was to make the boys gentle- 
men, and if the boys once learned 
the mannerg of a gentleman, mili- 
tary discipline is absolutely unneces- 
sary. His Excellency then spoke on 
the new system of training. To 
show that he was not asking any- 
body to do a thing that he could not 
do himself, he picked out a patrol of 
boys and gave a practical demon- 
stration of the system. At the 
conclusion of the demonstration he 
interviewed practically all his audi-, 
ence and answered various questions 
regarding the working of the troop 
and the various problems. of a Scout 


officer. - 
The local association, and Mr. 
Crosby,, the district commissioner, 


wish to heartily thank the ‘various 
members of the community who 
donated the railway fares\to these 
boys. The visit was of inestimable 
benefit, both to the boys and to the 
Scout movement generally. 

The boys have had a vision of tho 
true import of the Scout movement, 
and by ‘seeing that big men consider 
the movement to be worthy of their 
time and attention, the’ boys have 
received an. impression; that they 
never could, share sainet in any other

ciably higher than the trates being 
paid to similar labor in other employ- 
ments, 

It may also be noted just here that 
the average pay of section firemen 
under the new decision is 119.7 per 
cent. higher than it was in 1915, and 
the purchasing power of the section 
foreman's wage is 38.3 per cent. 
greater than it was in 1915. His aver- 
age hourly rate in 1915 was 23.3 
cents, and under the new decision it 
is 51.2 cents. 

You do not enter into any discus- 
sion of the wages fixed by the Board 
for other classes of employees, but I 
reiterate here the statement demon- 
strated in the decisions of the Board 
that the purchasing power of these 
rates is very considerably larger 
than it was in 1917, just before the 
Federal control, or than it was in the 
year you prefer to use as a base, 
1916. 

Surely the leaders of these railway 
labor organizations cannot expect to 


bring the rates down to a parity with 
those charged by Canadian vessels 
on shipments from Fort William to 
Buffalo. 

The government has not specified 
what action, if any, it will take, but 
epeenry to be sympathetic.

‘tained: to fill:the posts: The Alberta 
branch of the ‘Canadian Society. ‘pf 
Technical..Agriculturists passed’ ja 
resolution endorsing this policy, at a 
gathering) held Tuesday inthe Board 
of Trade rooms at Calgary. The reso- 
lution’ was: proposed. .by ‘B.’ Ward |s 
Jones, manager of the Alberta stock 
yards, and’ seconded by Dean ‘B.. ‘A. 
Howes, ofthe college of agriculture. 

The ‘system:iof agricultural -repre- 
sentatives, developed to a_ consider- 
able extent in other provinces and 
countries; is practically in, the begin- 
ning’ in: Alberta, three ‘of these repre- 
sentatives; being now in the field. 
The agricultural representative. comes 
into, intimate contact with ‘the far- 
mers. of-his district, and aids them in 
solving their own peculiar problems. 
He ‘+ts'suplying what “Dean _ Howes 
calls the “missing link” in ‘agricul- 
ture, namely, the medium by which 
the personal ‘contact can be estab- 
lished’ between the department of 
agriculture, the college of agriculture 
and other »such agencies ‘working 
along administrative and technical 
lines, and the ordinary man on the 
farm. 

Deputy (Minister Craig said that the 
department had perhaps been criti- 
cized in the past for its slow develop- 
ment of this system, but there has 
been method in this. He had long 
been convinced of the futility of put- 
ting young, fresh college *graduates 
on such work and of the importance 
of having experienced and practical 
men with ability and good judgment 
in the positions of representatives of 
the department: He made it abun- 
dantly plain ‘that: it was the firm in- 
tention of the department to eatab- 
lish ‘these representatives . only as 
fast as it was able to get the proper 
kind: of men:-to fill the positions. 
There were only three at present, Mr. 
Scott at Sedgewick, Mr. Freng ‘at 
Lethbridge, ‘and Mr. Murray at 
Medicine Hat... Speaking of what 
could be accomplished by the dis- 
trict representative, Mr. Craig  re- 
ferred to the work of Mr. Scott - at 
Sedgewick, where he had been work- 
ing for five years, and where he had 
been able to turn what had been ‘a 
purely wheat-growing country into 
‘one which raised a very fine class’ of 
livestock. Mr. ‘Scott had been par- 
ticujarly’ fortunate-in his personal 
contact with’ the farmers of his dis- 
trict, and had' developed this partly 
through school fair work among the 
children, work at agricultural fairs, 
and in other ways. Mr. Craig referred 
to the work of Mr. Freng at Leth- 
bridge, -where the double problem of 
irrigation and dry farming existed, 
and ,quoted instances of what some 
farmers in that district had accom- 
.plished.. He referred to the instance 
of the farmer in the Lethbridge dis- 
trict who had had a gross income of 
section ‘of! 
land, had ‘fed séme dairy cattle and 
100 head of hogs,and still had some 
feed to sell after that, If we can find 
men like that who have made euc- 
cesses, it is our hope to make Them 
patterns for others. Mr. Craig also 
referred to Prof. Murray, who . had 
recently taken over the duties | of 
district: representative at Medicine 
Hat, where there was a great field 
for work for a man with Mr. Murray’s 
qualifications. 

He referred ‘to the selection of S. 
G. Carlyle as supervisor of these 
agents, he being a man who had him. 
self made a success of agriculture. 
“This country should not be consid- 
ered as one which will make great 
‘fortunes for many, but it is a country 
where a good living can be made on 
the farm if first principles are con- 
sidered,” declared Mr. Craig. 

During his address, Mr. Craig took 
occasion to refer to the marketing 
services being developed by the de- 
partment of agriculture. Something 
had already been done in this way in 
the matter of marketing of dairy and 
poultry products, and now the depart- 
ment, co-operating with the Univer- 
sity of Alberta and the Dominton 
Government, was laying plans to de- 
velop the marketing of Alberta 
seed, since no country ‘in the world 
was better sulted than Alberta for 
the raising of pure seed. He outlined 
the plans which were announced a 
week or two ago. 

In concluding, Mr. Craig sald the 
department would always - welcome 
constructive criticism from the agri- 
culturists, and ne appealed for their 
sympathetic co-operation and assis- 
tance.

FREAM ISSUES eROP 
REPORT FOR ALBERTA 


Says That Harvest win Compare 
Favorably With That of Other 
Years. 


Calgary, July, 6—Crop conditions 
based upon reports of. the United 
Grain Growers were given out, on 
Thursday by B) J. Fream, ' newly-ap- 
pointed commissioner of the Southern 
‘Alberta Drought Relief Act annd were 
said to be the most optimistic reports 
yet issued on the crops this season. 
True, in some districts, lack of rain 
has been more or less destructive, but 
this will be more ,than offset by. the 
yields where plenty of moisture..-has 
been recorded. 

The reports have been’ gathered 


from practically every section of..Al-} 


berta with the exception of Grande 
Prairie and are such as to further 
instil confidence that the harvest this 
season will compare favorably with 
other years and will doubtless surpass 
the yield of the last three seasons. 

According to the United Grain re- 
ports front Bow ‘Island and Taber on 
the Crow’s Nest line of the C.P.R., 
splendid rains were recorded several 
days ago, while ‘information from 
other sources indicate that rains were 
generous all along the line from Leth- 
bridge to Medicine Hat, which had 
greatly .revived the grain. Similar 
reports come from practically every 
other part of the province.

BOYS’ AND GIRLS? SHORT COURSE 
AT OLDS SCHOOL OF 
_ AGRICULTURE. 


During the period July 10th to 15th 
inclusive 69 boys and girls, drawn 
from the district under the supervis- 
ion of the Olds School of Agriculture, 
in the matter of School_ Fair work, 
will attend a Short Course at that 
school. This course is being held 
under the auspices jof the Olds School 
of Agriculture with theisanction of 
the Department of Agriculture. It is 
felt that the benefits accruing from 
same will be many and wide spread. 
The young people participating in 
the school fairs of the district - will 
be ‘stimulated to greater efforts in 
anticipation of a similar course next 
year; those chosen to attend will re- 
ceive information of great practical 
use; and the regular work of the 
Agricultural Schools in the province 
will be brought, before a great many 
students, who, in the course of.a few 
years, will be qualified to enter them. 

In the selection of students, those 
attaining the highest standing in 
1921 school fair exhibits which have 
a direct relationship to the regular 
courses at the Olds School of Agri- 
culture, with certain reservations, 
have been chosen. No pupil under the 
age of eleven will be received, how- 
ever, nor will two members of one 
family be allowed to attend. It is 
felt that to allow more than one from 
‘each family to enter the course would 
be to .confine the benefit of the 
course to a smaller area than would 
otherwise be possible. In the event 
of two children from one family being 
eligible, the younger has given way 
to the elder. Two girls and two boys 
from: each school fair district super- 
vised by the Olds school have been 
chosen. 

A daily timetable will be adhered 
to, and the pupils will at all times be 
under strict supervision. ‘The course 
includes lectures in Horticulture, 
Fields Crops and~ practical demon- 
strations in Carpentry, Live Stock 
and ‘Domestic Science. Ample pro- 
vision has been made for the physic- 
al training of the youngsters during 
their stay at Olds. Group games,. 
under supervision, find a large place 
on the program. A variety of enter- 
tainment will be provided, and while 
the course aims to be of practical 
value and interest, the physical and 
social development of the children 
is by no means being overlooked. 

Representatives of the school will 
meet the children at centres being 
given out later through the School 
Fair Secretaries and will take qharge 
of them during the trip to Olds. The 
same arrangement will prevail at the 
completion of the course.

A’ véry interesting demonstration 
was made. at the University of Alber- 
.ta.on Tuesday, July 4th, when a mow- 
ing. machine manufactured by the 
anadian Farm Implement Company, 
Limited, of Medicine Hat, Alberta, 
was used to cut a straggling crop of 
sweet clover on the university farm. 

‘This machine is operated with two 
knives working one above the other, 
similar to a pair:of clippers, thus 
eliminating the ledger plate as used 
in the old type of machine. 

It was a treat to watch the machine 
in operation. ‘There was a total ab- 
sence of vibration with practically no 
side draft. The~machine pulls about 
forty percent. lighter than the old]. 
type of machine and the knives are 
self-sharpening. This demonstration 
was made with the permission. of Pro- 
fessor Cutler, director of {field hus- 
bandry.

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FALL RYE FOR PASTURE 


(Experfméntal Farms Note) 

The growing of fall rye as a grain 
crop has increased greatly in West- 
ern Canada in recent years. In ad-] 
dition to its general value for grain 
production, it is capable of filling an 
important place as a pasture crop. 
On Brandon Experimental Farm it 
has. been used to quite an extent as 
a. supplementary Pasture crop, and 
has given very satisfactory results. 
It is much better for this purpose 
than spring rye because of its ten- 
dency to grow a covering of leaves 
over the ground as {a the habit of 
winter crops rather than to shoot 
quickly into’ head. 

It does not produce as good» a 
quality of pasture as the best grass- 
es and clovers, and it {s not proposed 
that it should replace these as the 
main pasture. However, there are 
seasons when fhe regular pastures

ture crops to fill these gaps 
worthy of consideration. 

One of the best features of fall 
rye for pasture is {ts earliness in the 
spring, Since it lives qver winter, 
it is ready to grow in the spring as 
soon as conditions are favorable. It 
does not require mypch heat to start 
the rye, it grows in the cold April: 
weather when many other kinds of 
fodder crops are not able to start. 
Consequently it has a good growth 
as soon as the land. has dried in the 
spring sufficiently to carry the cat- 
tle. It:is early and more nutritious 
than the first growth of grass and 
much ahead 6f anything else in point 
of time. 

It is also particularly valuable for 
late fall pasture. When other crops 
are all harvested, or are dried up, or 
the more tender ones frozen, fall rye 
will be providing abundance of feed 
right up to freeze-up. It can also be 
used for midsummer feed by sowing 
it in June. However, there are 
other crops equally as good or better- 


For fall and spring pasture, fall 
rye should be sown earlier than the 
best date for grain production. Dur- 
ing the month of August or even the 
last of July is a good time to sow it. 
More seed may be used for pasture 
production than is best for grain. A 
bushel and a half or one and three- 
quarters gives a good thick stand for
